Visiting Norses Instruct Children 


10 Accident Prevention and 


"First Aid." 


A borne campaign to preyent acci- 


dents la being carried on by public 
health nurses In all parts of the coun- 


try. 


Boards of Stealth, school boards and 


church workers are trying to impress 
children with the necessity for cau- 
tion. They can do little but Instruct 
by word of mouth. But they have not 
the facility for meeting the children 
In tteir homes that the visiting nurse 
has. She has the advantage of being 
able to SHOW them what she means 
by "safety first" when she takes the 
uSAtches .away from the baby or puts 
the Kerosene lamp at a safe distance 
from the gas stove. 


One of the first things any visiting 


nurse does when she enters tie home 


Is to find out bow many children there 
are, where they play and sleep and 
who takes care of them. She IB ex- 
pert In making observations and de- 
ductions, so at a glance she can tell 
where the dancer from fire or acci- 
dent lies. 


While she Is eolug about her duties 


she tells the family of fire dangers. 
She may Illustrate by pointing to a 
heap of rubbish near the stove and 
having It removed. 
In the city she 


Inspects the fire escape, and, without 
officiousuess. she sees that It Is free 
of obstructions. 
She Quietly moves 


the baby's bed from Its proilmlty to 
the stove. She explains to the moth- 
er that all medicine bottles must be 
put out of children's reach and that 
no poison must be kept In the house. 


When the mother cannot speak Eng- 


lish the children are appealed to, and 
they become the nurse's allies In her 
campaign 
for 
accident 
prevention. 


They are taught the antidotes for va- 
rious poisons and told how to treat 
wounds and burnt. 


In thei country the nurse explains 


the dangers of typhoid infection aris- 
ing from the water supply. In the city 
she Is likely to emphasize the danger 
from wounds and burns and street ac- 
cidents and gives lessons In fire pre- 
vention. 


The nurse always remembers the 


limited remedies the children have at 
hand In their homes and suits her In- 
structions to their surroundings. A 
little Italian girl, asked what she 
would do If her brother burned his 
arm, answered like a flash, "Getta. da 
olive oil." Sbe has been told to cov- 
er the burned surface with her moth- 
er's salad oil, wrap It In a towel and 
take the child to a hospital. 


An Irish child answers to the same 


(juestion: "Sure, I'd cover his arm 
with flour." 


The nurse .knows It Is useless to tell 


the Irish child to get olivs oil and that 
the Italian child might have a hard 
time finding flour. But the Irish 
home would be sure to have a flour 
bin and the Italian home an oil cruet.

If half of fhe 
seasoned soldiers really believe that 
London is in ruins and the German 
fleet is in control of the sea, they may 
learn something to their advantage by 
consulting . few of the old stagers who 
are compelled at this late dnte to join 
the colors. Men born in 3870 ought to 
be more diflifult to deceive, and a few 
of such scattered through the army 
may serve to enlighten the fighting 
multitude as to*the error of their be- 
lief. It is presuming much to expect 
results from this source, but if a mnn 
above forty-five is good for anything 
as n trench fighter, he ought to be good 
nt shooting of his mouth. And, after 
all, what Germany lacks most Is more 
men who will talk uuu think. 


Washington.—The knowledge of for- 


eign languages which before the war 
seemed almost superfluous equipment 
and of little practical use except as a 
finishing touch to an education of cul- 
ture, is now being appreciated by the 
demand for volunteers to work with 
aliens, and spread the ideal of Ameri- 
canization. One of the 
four war 


courses at Vassar college, Poughkeep- 
sie, N. Y., is "training for work with 
aliens," taken by those who have con- 
versational command of a modern lan- 
guage. This course will fit young wom- 
en for work in censorship, translation, 
the education of aliens and other social 
work connected with alien supervision.

New liegulatlous by Commissioner 


Gurlield Provides Reduction of 30 
Cent» a Ton on Coal From April 1 
to Senlember 1—New Certilicate for 


' Consumers. 


All consumers of fuel in Oneonta 


and vicinity who expect to use coal 
next winter will have to place their 
orders for it on or about April 1, 
according to a new rule just issued by 
uel Administrator Gartield. 
Any con- 


sumer or dealer violating the provi- 
sions of the Lever act. under which 
the rule is issued, will be subject to a 
fine of $3.000. imprisonment foi- two 
years or both. 


Prsons whose orders call for more 


than six tons will receive not to ex- 
ceed two-thirds of their requirements 
until Jill such orders have been thus 
attended to and later the balance will 
ho lilled. 
Orders for six tons or less 


will be lilled at once. If a customer 
has a quantity of coal on hand he will 
receive only enough additional coal to 
bring his stocks .to a point necessary 
for his normal needs. 


Fust File Certificate. 


Before a. purchaser of coal in any 


quantity can place his order for his 
year's supply, he must till out a certi- 
ficate answering questions pn the fol- 
lowing form:

dered from various dealers. 


"Itetailers must report to the Fuel

Miles of Railroads Must Be Built to 


Carry Soldiers Through Eastern 


France and Western Belgiurn. 


—Engineers In Danger. 


The transportation problem back of 


the allied armies has become one of 
the most Important Issues of the war. 
The maintenance of the English and 
French armies has required the use of 
thousands of miles of railroad lines 
and huge quantities • of rolling stock 
and other equipment. Need for this 
equipment became more and more Im- 
perative each time the allied armies 
dented the German line. 


""The Can" railroad, an abbreviation 


of the Chicago, Anamosa and Northern, 
supplied sis freight cars, two comblui- 
tion passenger cars, three locomotives, 
six steel bridges, 36 miles oi1 rails, not 
including several switching tracks, and 
numerous other equipment. A similar 
servif"> '"as been performed by half n 
dozen 
ler railroad 1'ues which have 


ceased to eslst. 


One Problem of French. 


One of the problems in connection 


with the Installation of an American 
army of F^veral Trillion mi 
on the 


western front will be the bunding of 
miles of other railroad linos through 
eastern France and \v<"stern Belgium. 
The task facing the American engi- 
neers can scarcely be appreciated by 
the layman. 


To begin with, the task of building 


and equipping these lines in the short 
space of time available for this ivorfc 
would be difficult enough even m times 
of peace. One of the problems now be- 
fore the engineering staff of tho army 
Is to find equipment- with which to 
build. Hard pressed steol mills, •« hich 
make a specialty of railroad "equip- 
ment, must be pressed Into service, 
even at the risk of sacrificing other 
imperative orders, or America must 
surrender many additional miles of lit- 
tle used railroads. 


Either that or else some of the great 


railroad systems must spare what lit- 
tle equipment and rolling stock they 
can with other demands already over- 
whelming them. 


Most of these railroad lines will be 


laid within the zone of gunflre back of 
the American lines, and the dangers to 
the American lines, and the clangers 
to be encountered by the American 
engineers will be even greater than 
the perils encountered by tiie pioneer 
engineers who built the first linos 
through Indian country In the wild 
west days. British engineers have av- 
eraged a mile of road a tfay under 
shcllfire, working with gas masks and 
steel helmets always at hand. 


The rivalry between the corps of 


American engineers who have been en- 
gaged In the arduous task of building 
subways, dams, deepening rivers, etc., 
and the Royal engineers is expected 
to result in even greater accomplish- 
ment in this respect. 


Narrow Gauge the Exception. 


Despite tho popular impre^ion, nar- 


row gauge lines are not the rule at 
the front. To be truthful, they are the 
exception, for the huge guns and the 
tremendous 
quantities 
of 
supplies 


which must be moved over these lines 
demand the heaviest of equipment. 
Miles and miles of standard railroad 
track run right up to the big gang 
which are belching death into the Ger- 
man ranks. 


Shell holes must be filled up, th'e 


wreckage of German narrow gauge 
Hues moved to one side, bridges In- 
stalled and equipment brought up, 
sometimes under fire PO galling that 
the work is even more dangerous than 
trench fighting. 


It Is to such tasks as theso, with 


what new niatorial and equipment onn 
be commandeered to supplement the* 
relics or tne days when railroad pro- 
moting was in vogue, that the engi- 
neers recruited from the subways and 
street railway lines of New York will 
give most of their attention. Subway 
building has fitted scores of these men 
admirably for the work ahead.

Is §400,000. 


(By C. 3. ANDERSON, Colorado Agricul- 
tural College, Fort Collins. Colo) 
Here Is a hint to the motorist who 


wants to help In our national cam- 
paign for food conservation. Have 
you ever stopped to count up the num- 
ber of chickens that yon run over In 
a season? 


Statistical reports show that tSere 


are 3,000,000 motor cars In daily use 
In the United States, and most of 
these cars cover some country roads 
every day. A vast number of these 
cars are operated by careful drivers 
and will not kill one chicken In a year 
while other cars may kill several In 
one day. 


To be very conservative, let us es- 


timate that one-third of these cars 
will kill one chicken per year. This 
means a sacrifice of 1,000,000 chick- 
ens. These chickens will vary as to 
size, age and' value, but with pres- 
ent prices, an average of 40 cents each 
Is 
a 
very conservative estimate. 


Baaed on these figures, the value of 
this annual destruction Is $400,000. 
"Whll^ it Is Impossible to know the 
actual loss, it Is very likely that two 
or three times the above figure would 
be more nearly correct.
